Telegraphically speakhijr^Neenah 


and Menasha have been removed 
1400 miles from Milwaukee as a re- 
sult of the great sleet storm of last 
week -which swept over northern 
Wisconam, and tho mails, slow • as 
they may be, are the quickest 
means of communication, with tho 
outside -world. A message from 
Milwaukee now goes 1400 miles to 
get to Neenah. 


The story of this great storm has 


been told only in fragments, omng 
to the crippling of all means of 
communication, and the foil record 
of its destmctiveness, and other 
features-of'interest, 
may not be 


compiled for a long time. 
Most 


newspaper feature stories shrink in 
importance on investigation; of this 
one—in the -words of the old hymn 
—"the half has never been'told." It 
was, ia effect, a cyclone which cov- 
ered the wLolo nppar half of the 
state and wrought wholesale de- 
struction of . property. 
All roads 


from Fond du. Lac to Gren Bay'pre- 
sented one mighty taiijtfe of broken 
poles, trees and -wires which for a 
time obstructed all tra.vel and was 
unparalleled in its mra. 


It is eatimcted that the damage, 


done by this storm in the Fox river 
valley alone — regardless of the 
harm done to trees—'will be over 
$2,000,000. Some 
30(>0_ men have 


been imported by,the rairoads, tele- 
graph and telephone companies and 
these ore now clearing: away snow 
and ice from trades, removing- 
the tangles of -wires a;ad poles and 
stringing emergency -wires and ca-r 
bles All the hundreds of old wires; 
are considered-jtmfc.' The estimate' 
of broken poles- now hsis climbed to 
9,000. Even this force of men, say-, 
the managers,-.cbnld not replace the 
destroyed property in 9, year. These 
men have come from such distant 
states as Pennsylvania!, Ohio and. 
Missouri. 
Many are housed and 


fed in csrs fitted up -with beds, ta-" 
Wes, billiards,, etc. 
Salt 
barrels- 


sawed in two at an. angle, and fitted 
with 
cushions make fine, easy 


chairs,' Hundreds are also fed at 
hotels and restaurants regardless of 
cost, even at the:pretentious Ath- 
earn. Many of the men aire foreign- 
ers from .Chicago, strange of garb 
and visage. Large numbers of them 


ing gunny sacks tied over their 
shoes, giving them also a grotesque 
appearance. s 


One result of the storm was to 


plunge all the cities of the Fox riv- 
er valley into darkness. 
To this 


"was added the horror oJ" the crash- 
ing of trees and poles and the in- 
ability to communicate with anyone 
by telephone. Power plants that 
•were not pat out of commission. 
were shut off to avoid fires and ac- 
cidents from the broken live, -wires. 
Mayor- McH'enry of Oshkosh also 
ordered the cutting of all wires 
that scmed dangerous, after shut- 
ting off the power. 


The schools in these cities were 


also closed for the threo remaining 
days of the week owing to the dan- 
.ger of the children from the falling 
branches, live wires and 
lack . of 


heat and power. The schools are 
now open again, but no evening 
meetings of any kind are held; even 
the basket ball games are postpon- 
ed, the most eloquent proof of a 
real" plight In the school grounds, 
lines of sand have been placed 
around the buildings and the chil- 
dren are warned not to cross them 
because of the danger of falling 
icicles from the roofs. 


After the 
storm the 
railroads 


kept sending trains northward, but 
only one came back in three days, 
This resulted in hundreds of peo- 
ple at Fond du Lac, Oshkosh and 
N«enah being stranded at the de- 
pots and 'hotels. The hotels were 
quickly overcrowded and hundreds 
sat up nights m the.- depot and ho- 
tel loobies. When a tram came in 
it was literally 'mobbed in the mad 
rush of people to get on theca. PC-: 
lice and train officials were power- 
less and'.iione' were able to get off 
a train until -the rush of getting1 on

A number of people were injur- 


ed by falling limbs and wires, but 
none fatally. A milkman's team in 
Neenah was 
suddenly electrocuted 


by coming in contact with a live 
ivtre, but the driver .escaped. The 
walks in all these cities are exceed- 
ingly, slippery and dangerous. Ev- 
erything is still practically coatee 
with ice,-as there has as yet been 
no thaw and all this, ice has given 
the atmosphere a chilly though, ex- 
hilarating touch. 


Some idea of the weight of _the 


ice "was found when a coated1 piece 
of wire two feet long was founJ 
to -weigh fonr pounds. This would 
make about a ton of ice to each 
wire between poles 
and naturally- 


broke down wires and poles. . Like- 
wise the varieties of. trees too brit- 
tle to bend were broken down. The 
Kreat elms with .their long droop- 
ing branches -were also great suff- 
erers. -Many 
wonderfully beauti- 


ful effects were produced by the 
ice, 
particularly on buildings hav- 


ing ivy or screens.

Curious Chinese customs are re- 


vealed' ft two unusual exhibits of 
Chinese^ pictures and Chinese uten- 
sils lent to .the State historical mu- 
seum-by Dr. .C. G. Dittmer, who 
spent some time hi China and by 
B, El Baber, who was at the Chris- 
tian college; at 'Cunton, China, for 
some .; three -years. Both- men-are 
now in the social origins section of 
the -.. economics department of. the 
university. 


One of the niost curious exhibits 


is a grasshopper cage. According 
to Mr. Baber, nearly all Chinese 
are fond of :birds and most of them 
keep pet birds. A favorite .amuse- 
ment ig 'to-'go out in the evening to 
catch grasshoppers with which to 
feed these pete. The .cages have 
wooden'bottoms and tops and sides 
made of'wooden slats cut about the 
size of matches; The latter are so 
constructed'to give- ths

.- A set of musical balls' is another 
interesting exhibit :n Mr. Babcr's 
collection," The'balls are of a light 
•weight metal, Jio_llow, and contain 
small bells or bits of metal that 
tinkle "when they are handled. They 
are used almost exclusively by stu- 
dents, who play "with them to keep 
their fingers nimble. This is prac- 
tically all. the exercise some of the 
students get.

Mayor 1.'M.. Kittleson is 


tin exponent of the vula'W effect in 
official city circles that there are 
none to lowly nor none too great to 
be given an audience by the head of 
any department. 


Any person with a reasonable or 


unreasonable complaint, feasible or 
impractical scheme, or any citizen, 
with legitimate, business finds ea.=y 
access to Madison's city depart- 
ments and most certair ly to the ex- 
ecutive chambers. 


Not only does Mayor Kittlescn 


believe in an "open door" policy for 
the public but he is in active touch 
with the department heads himself, 
and with the :il) aldermen who rep- 
resent the various sections of tl:.e 
city. 
Officially, the mayor is

heud oi' seven departments—treas- 
ury, 
streets, auditing, water, enirin- 


ei'rinj; huiidi.ik' and plumbing— but 
unofficially, ho probably interviews 
more people and answers more tel- 
ephone calls during one day tha^i 
any other man in the city of Madi- 
son. 


He must know everything, 
and 


have everything at his finger tips.

tenth ward enters his 
chambers 


with a petition signed by his neigh- 
bors praying for relief from side- 
walk improvement. He must he ac- 
quainted with every question of

public character. 
He must under- 


stand the' merits and tho unfensi- 
bilitios of every matter before the- 
common council, over which he pre- 
sides, because he never knows when 
the council. vote upon a question 
will result in ,1 tie, and he, as the 
city's chief, executive, must be able 
to "cast an intelligent vote without 
hesitation.

University Conditions

VIDENCE that there was a ^statewide 
complaint over the manner m which 


the university faculty was handling the 
student problem was presented Wednes- 
day when the university board of visitors 
and the university 'board of regents held 
their joint session. In fact every mem- 
ber of the board of visitors had 'received 
letters from'all parts of the state calling, 
specific attention to' special cases where 
i^.dents had been dropped for various 
reasons and these were presented as a 
whole by G«orgc P. Hambrecht as spokes- 
man for the committee. 


Facts and figures showing the manner 


in which the first year students were 
treated by the deans of the various de- 
partments and the methods used in teach- 
ing classes, using "immature instructors'' 
and then having the questions made out 
by department heads on subjects that 
had not been touched upon in the various 
classes by instructors, for the semester 
examination, were explained. 


In this connection the contents of the 


following resolution passed by the facul- 
ty of the College of Engineering at a 
meeting held October 24, 1921 and pre- 
sented for consideration of the whole uni- 
versity faculty in January of the present 
year when it was tabled, was made public. 
This is known as "Document 189—Janu- 
ary 1922 of the University Faculty" files 
and deals with the use of undergraduate 
students as instructors and assistant and 
reads as follows: 


The faculty of the College of Engineering di 


rects attention to the continuance of the de^ 
plorable practice of rngaging; undergraduati 
students of Junior as well as Senior rank foi 
instructional -work in the fundamental courses 
•of the University. 


We recognize' that such a practice may per- 


haps be a necessity for the moment. We sub- 
mit, however, that the "necessity" is not forced 
upon the educational body by external forces 
over which it has no control, but that the pres- 
ent necessity is to be attributed to the past 
failures of the faculty tc discountenance the 
practice by means of effective regulations. 


For the purpose pi' discountenancing this 


much criticized practice, wo recommend to the 


" University faculty the' adoption of the follow- 


ing statement: 
. 
J. We disapprove of tne engagement of, 


' ' immature instructors and assistants for 


instructional work in class -or laboratory. 


2. We hold that the presumption is that 


undergraduate students are immature, that 
tht-y have had little opportunity to use the . 
methods of which they arc expected to im- 
part an appreciation, and that their time 
and interests are primarily devoted to their .. 
undergraduate studies. 
One prominent member of the board of 


visitors stated after the joint meeting 
that he "was personally convinced that too 
much attention was being paid by the 
members of the faculty to the writing of 
their own personal volumes on state time 
at state expense, using state paid steno- 
graphers, and too little tc the instruction 
and care of the students themselves.- 


This 'same gentleman also had made a 


personal investigation of his Qwn and as 
a result stated that he found the impres- 
sion prevalent that students generally be- 
lieved that they would not be given a 
square deal unless they had a personal 
touch with the deans which were-very 
hard to obtain, that the entire attitude 
was one of friction between deans and 
heads of departments and the student 
body. He so stated at the morning ses- 
sion of the board of visitors when the 
general complaint was formulated and to 
members of the faculty. 


The result of the student investigation 


of Course 181 was also given specific at- 
tention 'but as the board of regents were 
not prepared to make any definite finding 
on this or other complaints, the matter 
was not finally settled. One of the re- 
gents stated he fllsowas the recipient of 


'^-mauy communications apd expressed a 


desire that definite action be taken.
